Despite the loss of the Queen’s roses, the Homecom- 
ing week-end was a tremendous success. Coach Fauls 
was especially pleased with the Seniors, who ran the 
half-time festivities so competently that a 15 yard pen- 
alty for delaying the game was avoided. The monstrous 
green dinosaur (which was the Senior Class Homecom- 
ing float), was an example of the knack the Class of ’67 
had for co-operation and industriousness, and the high 
profits netted from the dance typified the Seniors’ effi- 
ciency. 

Anxiety played a great role in the lives of the Seniors 
from September to mid-April, as they attempted to keep 
first semester grades elevated, took College Boards, 
submitted college applications, and then waited for the 
responses which would help to shape their destinies. 

Second semester came into sight, and with it it be- 
came almost impossible to concentrate on French or 
functions; all eyes focused on the Prom and finally, that 
day in June better known as Graduation, the end, but 
more appropriately titled Commencement—the begin- 
ning.

walks into a fist and is alternately thrown in and out of 
the closet for the rest of the play. The plot becomes 
more complicated as a Russian spy escapes from the 
guard house and takes the Vicar’s clothes; the Bishop 
of Lax, Pen’s uncle, arrives on the scene; and 
Humphrey, “just a man who’s come to take over the 
morning service,” arrives to find mass confusion. The 
Sergeant, who has come looking for the spy, appears 
on the scene and can’t figure out who is the real Vicar; 
however, all is rectified in the end when Ida, the maid, 
rings the church bells, and the Russian, believing them 
to be the signal for the Communist Revolution, reveals 
himself and is captured. The curtain falls on this 
confusing farce as Miss Skillon stumbles out of the 
closet once again into another punch. 
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The spring production, Jean Gireaudeaux’s classic 
French fantasy, The Madwoman of Chaillot, proved to 
be a delightful play in which the forces of beauty, 
personified in the Madwoman of Chaillot, Countess 
Aurelia, triumph over the forces of evil, personified by 
the President and the Prospector. The plot is simple 
and beautiful in this well-written play. The Countess 
discovers the “evil ones’ ” plot to dig for oil in Paris; 
consults her madwomen friends—Constance, Gabrielle, 
and Josephine; presents the defense; finds the “evil 
ones” guilty; and disposes of them. In the end, her 
gentle vagabond friends and the whole world 
congratulate her for saving humanity. This was 
certainly a beautiful thought with which to end the 
year and makes one wonder why it must be a fantasy. 
After all, “She’s the Madwoman of Chaillot. What’s so 
mad about her?”

Planning Strategy

varsity basketball team, opened the 1966-67 basketball 
season to complete a change of scenery. The new 
gymnasium provided the much needed space for the 
Raider fans while the old gym (known as the 
Matchbox) became the home of the girls’ teams. Once 
a mere formality, the pre-game introductions became 
extravaganzas, each player being followed by a 
brilliant spotlight as he came on the court. 

With the graduation of the veteran players from last 
year’s squad, Coach Bob Martin, in his first year at 
Stuart, formed a unit that balanced its inexperience 
with spirited play. The squad finished the year with a 9- 
9 overall record, but an eight win and four loss district 
slate put them in third place for the regular season. 
The starting five was one of the tallest in the area with 
Jim O’Brien at 6’4”, and Dave Stimpson and Steve 
Schulten at 6’5”. The rebounding of these three, and 
the backcourt play of Ken Richards and captain Mal 
Kerley formed a strong offensive attack. 

After opening the season with close losses to T. C. 
Williams, Fairfax, and Groveton, the Raiders gained 
their first victory, 71-48, over arch-rival Falls Church. 
The team captured five straight district games with 
wins over Marshall, McLean, Langley, and perennial 
powerhouses Washinton-Lee and Wakefield, pushing 
the Raiders into first place. But a five game skid ruined 
the Raiders’ hopes for a championship as they then 
dropped to third place. 

Victories for the second time over McLean and 
Langley and a win over Yorktown ended the regular 
season. In the district tournament, the boys defeated 
McLean and Washington-Lee before losing to 
Wakefield in the finals. 

This year’s season was marked by good teamwork 
and fabulous individual playing, and coach Martin 
turned out to be a veritable star-maker. Mal Kerley, 
Ken Richards, and Jim O’Brien were selected for the 
all-tournament team, and sophomore O’Brien was also 
named to the all-county and all district teams.
